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SKI TOURING 


The snow has fallen on the Sierra and 
the skiers are once more belatedly 
scraping off the old wax and replacing 
it with news; now is the time to think 
about ski touring. Benson, our newest 
ski hut on Mt. Anderson, is ready for 
its first season, And who will put it 
to use? Approximately twenty-five 
persons, perhaps more, as the season 
progresses. Those are the Club's most 
enthusiastic and experienced cross- 
country skiers; and they are the ones 
who have put so much time and effort 
into the hut's completion, 

But what of the dozens (purely a guess 
on the writer's part) of "average" skiers 
who feel they are not experienced in 
touring? The ones who wished that they 
could have gone on last year's tours, 
but felt they could not ski five to ten 
miles a day without either slowing down 
the better skiers, or giving out com- 
pletely several miles from civilization 
(like the writer)? Why is there not 
some Clubesponsored intermediate group, 
led by those experienced in touring, 
that will help these "amateurs" to learn 
the fundamentals? 

The first step in encouraging this 
group is the organization of short day 
trips from Clair Tappaan. Such trips 
should not be haphazard, but should be 
well publicized and definitely scheduled, 
perhaps, for several Sundays. Thus, the 
neophytes could limber up their legs over 
in the Bowl on Saturday, and then be 
ready for a leisurely trip into the 
beauties of the quiet woods on the next 
day.
